fourteen 
fire-engines 
poured 
streams of water into the I.angham Hotel, 
which was a mass ot flames from basement 
to garret. The fire originated in one of the 
lower rooms from a kerosene lamp, which 
was accidentally overturned. 
At the time 
the restaurant of the house contained one 
hundred guests at supper, and as many 
more were in the rooms. The people in the 
restaurant had no trouble in getting out, 
but several persons in the upper rooms had 
very narrow escapes. 
The flames spread 
with marvelous rapidity, and before the 
second alarm was turned in the flames 
were bursting through the roof. A general 
alarm was given half an hour after the lire 
broke out, but all the engines which could 
be brought to play on the llames could not 
get the fire under control. 
Mrs. Belknap, an elderly lady, was killed 
i in jumping from a fourth-story window 
into the alley. Subsequently a cry was 
raised that the walls were falling, and that 
the insurance patrolmen were inside the 
building. 
A portion of the south wall was 
seen to totter, and then it i-ame down with 
a crash. 
Two nicmbeis o f the fire insur­ 
ance patrol barely escaped the tumbling 
hri< ks and timbers. 
Two others 
were 
pinned fast, but after strenuous efforts they 
were extricated, the leg> of both being se­ 
verely burned, 
l’atrolmen A. Jones aud 
John Walsh are helievt <1 to have been suf 
focated beneath thy wall, as no trace of 
them could be found up t*> a late hour. 
Policeman Marks saw two domestics at one 
of the second-story windows, after it was 
supposed that all the inmates had been 
rescued. 
H e rushed up the burning stair­ 
case and a few moments later appeared, 
dragging out both of the women, who had 
been rendered unconscious by the smoke. 
The hotel, which is a total loss, wa* erected 
immediately alter the great tire. :m<l while 
substantial*looking outside, has been called 
a lirc-trap. 
It was formerly known as the 
Burdeck House, then as tlie Crawford, and 
recently as the I.angham.

T rknton t N. J.), March 21st.—Two explo­ 
sions were heard in the Quartermaster- 
General’s office, on the lir*t floor, at the 
northwest corner of the State House, this 
nn ruing. 
The explosions were followed 
by llames, w hich shot through the win­ 
dows. 
In ten minutes the apartments 
were in ruins. Tlie llames followed a steam 
pipe to the floor above and cftiickly spt fire 
to the offices of tlie Clerk in Chancery, and 
from there the conflagration extended to 
tlie Geological Museum, on the third floor. 
In this there were many valuable State rel­ 
ies, hut the most valuable were sent to the 
New Orleans Exposition a month ago. 
The battle llags were rescued by the fire­ 
men at the risk of their lives. 
The sword 
ami saddle of General Kearney were de­ 
stroyed. 
The tiro then-moved back toward 
the dome, and it looked as though the Su­ 
preme Courtroom and the Legislative cham­ 
bers would have to go. The books anil 
documents were removed hastily fiom the 
offices of the Comptroller, State Treasurer 
and Secretary ot Slate. The lire was finally

engines 
are

ruins, in order that access may be had to the 
chancery vaults, where exceedingly val­ 
u able papers, relating to thousands of es­ 
tates, are kept. 
The vaults are not burned, 
but are believed to he full of water, which 
will cause almost as much damage as the 
tire. The l<<ss will not fall below $100,000. 
The part destroyed is the 1'acade of the 
original State House, built in 1705. 
Only 
the portion containing tlie Quartermaster- 
General's office and the Chancery office 
was completely destroyed. The other de­ 
partments were somewhat damaged by 
water. The Chancery and Supreme Court­ 
rooms and Senate and Assembly Chambers 
remain intact. 
The entire building was 
worth $500,000. 
There was a liberal insur­ 
ance on the structure. The explosion in 
the Quartermaster’s room is thought to 
have been caused by confined gas, which 
in some way became ignited.

ident Luhin 
took the 
stand, and not 
far off stood 
Mrs. K. B. Crocker ¡is 
he announced in a brief, earnest and well- 
worded speech that Mrs. Crocker offered to 
the California M useum Association her 
beautiful art gallery and the costly treas­ 
ure* of art w ithin its walls. T he only con­ 
dition coupled with the noble gift was one 
requiring the Association to raise w ithin 
four m onths the sum of $100,000, to be in­ 
vested to produce a revenue to be sacredly 
devoted to the m aintenance of the gallery 
and the carrying out of the lofty, public- 
spirited purposes of the Association. These 
were not only a m useum collection and an 
ait display, but a collection of the products 
of th e State, the teaching o f technical 
branches, such as drawing, painting, etc., 
the delivery of courses of lectures, the dif­ 
fusion of knowledge and such other efforts 
in tim e a> tend to elevate the tastes, en­ 
large the understanding, better the people 
and lift them to the higher planes of 
thought 
and 
true 
life, and 
to ad­ 
vance the m atin al interests of the State. 
He added that the association itself at­ 
tacked a condition to acceptance th at Mrs. 
Crocker should become for life a Director 
of the Association. 
Ji is to be regretted 
that w ant of space prevents the presenta­ 
tion of the fervid speech in full. 
At its 
conclusion Frank Miller, grasping 
the 
President’s hand, led the people in rounds 
of cheers ami these were followed by loud 
applause. 
Mrs. Crocker was surrounded 
for a long tim e by people, grasping her 
hand and thanking lier for her splendid 
generosity to the people of Sacram ento. 
Many of the Indies were so moved that 
they sited tears and Mvs. Crocker herself 
was deeply and visibly touched by the 
heartfelt manifestations of the affection the 
people felt for her. It was a scene long to 
be remembered. 
As for the officers and

The valu • of the gift is variously estimated 
at from $3.30,000 to $5á0,00o. The beautiful 
building cost $180.000 alone, and lias lately 
been elaborately ornam ented and beautified 
and refitted throughout. T he value of the 
738 paintings is not known and 
Mrs. 
Crocker declines to estim ate it. The one 
absorbing question now is, can the $100,000 
b,- raised? At a m eeting of the Directors 
the firm of W einstock A Lubin offered to 
start the ball by guaranteeing $10,0(8» in 
given paym ents;' the Association is able to 
com m and some $1,800 or $2,000 cash in its 
treasury, and 
thus 
one-eighth of the 
sum 
is 
already 
underw ritten. 
The 
universal expression of 
the people is 
that the money m ust be raised and that 
it will be one of the very best investm ents 
that can be made, and will add new inter­ 
est to the city and give it new im portance 
among the cities of th e ! nion.

Mi-hed on Saturday quite an ex­ 
tended i ,-ort of the rem arks m ade by a 
large num uer of physicians at the annual 
meeting of the Sacram ento Society for 
Medical 
Im provem ent, 
concerning the 
w ater supply of this city. The society was 
unanim ous in its views as to great im puri­ 
ties existing in the Sacram ento river water, 
on account of sewage, drainage from the 
tule basins, etc., being discharged into it. 
A synopsis of the rem arks of Doctors 
Tyrrell and W . A. Briggs, ntaile on the 
occasion referred to, are at hand, in addition 
to those already published, and which, 
owing to the im portance of the subject, and 
the interest manifested in it by our people 
at this time, are given below : 


REMARKS BY DR. C. G. TYRRELL. 
My experience in the Legislature of this State 
for the past two months, while endeavoring to 
have some bills passed for the purpose of in­ 
creasing the sanitary welfare of the people and 
save them, if possible, from the inroads of in­ 
fectious and contagious disease, has made me 
almost despair of saying of doing anything 
which the public or its servants will not associ­ 
ate with some covert end for the benefit of the 
medical profession, rather than (he health of 
the community. 
The public cannot conceive of a body of med­ 
ical men meeting together to devise means of 
taking the bread out of tlicir own mouths, and 
directly antagonistic to their own interests, in 
endeavoring to prevent the eruption of disease 
in its midst. It will not give us credit for disin­ 
terested philanthropy, or believe that we are 
not working in the interest ot some corporation, 
or for the benefit of ourselves. When we take 
up this, subject of the water supply of Sacra­ 
mento and earnestly seek to discover whether 
in its muddy depths the hidden cause of pre­ 
ventable disease and deatli is not concealed, we 
may expect our motives to be misconstrued and, 
like all iconoclasts and reformers, have un­ 
merited and unlimited abuse from those whose 
knowledge of the laws of sanitary science is of 
the most superficial description. 
However, in the face of these difficulties, as 
conservators! of public health, it is manifestly 
our duty, through evil or good report to do that 
which is right, or like Grover Cleveland, our 
noble President, to tell ’the truth! And if we 
think that disease and death lurk in our drink­ 
ing water, to use our utmost efforts to get rid of 
it, substitute therefor pure, wholesome water and 
thereby save the lives of valuable citizens, mid 
prevent the serious illness of a vast number. 
As has been said by the essayist, the general 
characteristics "of good water arc clearness, 
freedom from taste and odor, coolness, gisid 
aeration, and a certain degree of softness, ren­ 
dering it useful and satisiactory for all domestic 
purposes. If we compare Sacramento water by 
this standard we find that it possesses but three 
of the requisite qualities of good water, viz.: 
coolness, aeration and softness, it is not clear, 
anil at certain seasons of the year its odor is 
abominable and its taste obvious. That this is 
due to the immense amount of marsh water, 
with its accumulation of dead fish, decaying 
hogs, cattle, etc., that are drained iuto’it, 1 
have no doubt: and when we add to this the 
sewage and excreta from t lie towns, villages 
and houses on the banks of the rivers above us, 
emptying their accumulated filth into our river, 
tlie wonder i- how we escape as well as we do. 
General M ct'apb tells me that the sewage from 
the Folsom Prison is filtered before being per­ 
mitted to mingle with our drinking water; but 
the most efficient artificial filtration leaves in 
water much invisible m atter in suspension, and 
constitutes no safeguard against the conveyance 
of disease germs or the pollution of the water. 
I am not forgetful of the fact that avast m a­ 
jority of our people are laboring under the de­ 
lusion that a flowing river purifies itself in a 
few miles. 
Chemistry testifies otherwise; or 
the poison may be so diluted as to be beyond 
chemical analysis, yet there may be sufficient 
micro-organic m atter suspended therein to en­ 
gender, when taken into the human system, the 
most m alignant of fatal disease. This view is 
supported by the most eminent sanitary author­ 
ities. 
in the sixth report of the Liver Pollu­ 
tion Commissioners it is there declared that 
“ the existence of specific poisons, capable of 
producing cholera or typhoid fever, is attested 
by evidence so abundant and so strong as to be 
practically irresistible. These jioisons are Con­ 
tained in tlie discharges from Hie bowels of 
persons suffering from these diseases. The ad­ 
m ixture of even a small quantity of these in­ 
fected discharges with a large quantity or vol­ 
ume of drinking v. ater is sufficient for the prop­ 
agation of these diseases among persons using 
such nater.” 
lir. Reeves, in his address lie fore t lie Public 
Health Association, quotes Dr. Smart, U. .3. A., 
as saying; •• It is not the ordinary organic m atter 
of the world’s decaying garbage, animal frag­ 
ments, and even sewage, nor the nitrogen salts 
formed from them, that are dangerous when 
taken into t lie system with the w itersupplv, but 
certain morbific micro-organisms which* mav 
accompany them. These micro-organisms,which 
are probable cause of cholera, typhoid fever and 
other 8|iecific diseases, arc associated in partic­ 
ular with waters which contain nitrates and ni­ 
trites, and indeed it is not unlikely that the liv­ 
ing ferment which effects the nitrification of 
organic m atter may lie itself morbific.” We 
will admit t tie t rut li that water containing sew­ 
age has been used time and again w ithout pro­ 
ducing apparently any deleterious effects; hut 
it is also as true th at if typhoid or cholera or 
other infectious germs are present they will con­ 
vey the infection, w hether decomposed or nor. 
In fact, say- a recent writer, ” There is no evi­ 
dence that the agencies which destroy ordinary 
organic or sewage m atter in its course down 
stream have the slightesl influence in destroy­ 
ing or removing the cause of these diseases; on 
the contrary, all the evidence th at has accumu­ 
lated of late years shows the persistence of the 
germ or poison alter the destruction of the sew­ 
age material which originally accompanied it." 
In 1 lie causen epidemic, for instance, there was 
not only a flow of several miles, but also a filtra­ 
tion tlirough the soil which sufficed to remove 
the minute cells of wheat starch; yet fever was 
undoubtedly disseminated by the infected water 
of the springs. 
The detection of sewage in water by Chemi­ 
cal means is therefore of no moment, the point 
of interest is its contamination; and if this is 
proved, the water is dangerous, no m atter how 
well filtered the sewage may lie, and is undoubt­ 
edly the cause of much preventable sickness 
which is now looked upon and accepted from 
force of habit as anorm al condition. 1 migqt 
multiply the evidence upon this point to weari­ 
ness, but will forbear; w e all must acknowledge 
its truth. Another point not to be forgotten, as 
larial disease engendered by the water which 
remarked by Dr. .Simmons, is the liability to ma­ 
llows past our doors. That water, contaminated 
by drainage from marsh and tule lauds, is a 
fertile cause of m alarial disease is beyond dis­ 
pute. 
\\> have all been familiar with the ¡net 
of 
the 
almost 
complete 
immunity 
from 
paludal fevers of the 
tjhinese, and 
this 
pas 
been 
attributed 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
the Chinese do not drink the river water until 
boiled and infused with tea. 
Boiling water 
seems to destroy the baccillus m alaria and ren- 
derauchw at r nino.uous. 
I>r. Russell, of the 
Bengal medical service, in a reeeut work upon 
malaria, says "th atsev en years' experience in 
one of the most intense malaria-producing 
regions in India has convinced him of the 
marked immunity from m alarial affections en­ 
joye’! by persons who, though living continu­ 
ously in this typically malarious region, yet 
carefully avoid introducing the miasm into 
their systems in tlieir drinking water. Among 
the ordinary iiopulatiutis who habitually drink 
raw water, directly or indirectly, of maisli ori­ 
gin. m alarial aficctions of one kind or another 
may lie said to tie almost universal." 
W hether our river contains enough of the el­ 
ements oi marsh miasm to excite m alarial 
disease, independent of telluric inlluence, is a 
question to which more extended observation 
w ill be required. We only contend that it is a 
factor against the purity of tlie w ater containing 
it, and when possible should be avoided. Dr. 
Russell further says that “ those who habitually 
avoid the use of water, directly or indirectly, o't 
swamp origin, and who take care to destroy the 
germs of m alaria by boiling and filtering their 
water or making it into t a. enjoy even in these 
intensely moist malarial regions, abounding in 
jungle and marsh, an immunity from disease of 
malarial origin nearly equal to that enjoyed by 
residents of non-malariai tropic climates. ’ An­ 
other plea iu favor of our obtaining a supply 
of 
pure 
water 
is 
the 
temperance one. 
The repugnance which the muddy appearance 
of the water causes in those whose stomachs arc 
delicate, tends to make suety people quench 
their thirst w ith beer, wine or spirits, and thus 
fosters the habit of intemperance and encour­ 
ages vice in our midst. No one knows how 
many gallons of beer are daily drank in this 
city by persons who cannot 'habituate them ­ 
selves jo drinking the decoction of mud with 
which our supply pipes ium ish us. No one 
know s how many have acquired a taste forstrong 
drink trom the constant addition of spirituous 
liquor to our dirty water to make it palatable. 
How many homes il has destroyed, how many 
good citizens it li is rained, how’ many children 
it has made orphans, who knows? 1 am quite 
sure that w ith clear, cool, sfuirkling water, free 
from organic iinpuritit s. our health would im ­ 
prove, not only as individuals, but as a com­ 
m unity; that beer-drinking would be m ateri­ 
ally lessened, that the device for stimulants to 
keep off the " chills" would cease, and that our 
city would lie benefit'd beyond our computa­ 
tion, not only in wealth and population, but 
also in reputation a s a sanitary resort, i am 
quite sure that numbers of invalids w ould come 
here to enjoy the benefits of our delightful cli- 
nvite, did they not fear the muddy water and its 
effects. 
I hear it again and again in my inter­ 
course with strangers, and it we could either 
clear our w ater and remove as much as possible 
of its organic m atter before delivering it through 
the service pipes, or get a still la-! ter supply of 
water from other sources, our city would not re­ 
gret the cost thereof. Our increased jopulaiion, 
increased taxable property, the saving in the 
w ear and tear of machinery, would soon pay the 
cost. 1 think we aught to agitate this question 
until we can obtain for our city a water supply 
clear, cool, healthful and abundant. 
DB. WALLACE A. BRIGGS SAID : 
I d e sire to express my h e a r ty c o n c u r r e n c e in 
th e g e n e r a l tenor of o p in io n e x p r e sse d by Dr. 
S im m o n s n n d o th e r m em b ers o f the so c ie ty . 
ie keynote of the situation was sounded by 
reference to the Sacramento at low w ater as the 
drainage ciiual for the cities and towns and the 
Immense tule basins along its banks. During 
the late summer and fall these basins are cov­ 
ered with the rankest vegetation and furnish 
pasturage for immense herds of cattle and 
sheep; during the winter they lilt with the 
washings of foothill pastures and the overflow 
of the river: during the early summer they 
discharge tlicir infusión of decomposing vegeta­ 
tion, animal excreta and cadavers—into our 
sewers’.’ No; into our water mains I If this in­ 
fusion s innot’turns we must at once revise our 
treatises on hygiene, is there any prospect of 
our present water supply improving? None 


whatever. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
we 
may 
reasonably 
expect 
it to deteriorate. 
The 
tule basins are constantly enlarging, the loot- 
hills are being constantly denuded, and their 
surface-wash correspondingly increased; the 


r 
Hutton will certainly ____ 
probably be still further in­ 
creased by a diminution in the volume of river 
water proper. As the mountains are denuded 
the river will assume a more torrential charac­ 
ter; in the wet season it will be extremely high; 
in the dry, extremely low. Then, will be more 
filth and less w ater to dilute it. 
For two m ouths of last year this water was not 
potable in a hygienic sense, and for three weeks 
it was positively revolting. During this time it 
had 
a 
fishy 
taste 
and odor 
more sug­ 
gestive 
of 
medieval medicine 
than 
of 
modem drinking water. 
Of course, it is use­ 
less to argue w ith the man who says this water 
“ is good enough for me.” 
We may either 
ironically agree with him or kindly recommend 
him to a course of electricity. 
At Its best our river water* is offensive to the 
ey e; at its worst, it is disgusting to every sense 
with which kind Providence has endowed us in 
self-defense against disease. I am in favor cf a 
better water supply on esthetic, on economic 
and on hygienic grounds. 


THE AFGHANISTAN 
DIFFICULTY. 


Situation o f Afl’airs B etw een 
England 
and K ussia. 
Much prom inence is given in our dis­ 
patches to th e present difficulty between 
England and Russia, over the conflict of 
jurisdiction in 
A fghanistan, 
and 
with 
w hich the readers of the R ecord-U nion 
are som ewhat fam iliar. The situation has 
been brief aud tersely sum m ed up as fol­ 
lows; 
Two years ago the Russian conquest of 
the Mery Oasis in the T urkom an desert 
brought the Russian line w ithin fifty miles 
of the frontier of A fghanistan, and con­ 
sequently w ithin 200 miles of H erat. This 
city- lias been called the key of India, be­ 
cause of its position on the only road 
through 
the H im alayas open from the 
north. 
Its strategic im portance in connec­ 
tion with the English control of India lias 
long been recognized, and it has been a 
fixed principle in English policy that no 
C ontinental power should control H erat. 
English influence in Afghanistan lias made 
it a kind of neutral belt between India and 
the Russian advance. By virtue of con­ 
quest 
Russia claims 
all 
the territory 
w hich 
belonged 
to 
the 
conquered 
Turkom ans, 
but, 
unfortunately, 
the 
boundary line between A fghanistan 
and 
the Turkom an possessions has never been 
defined, and it was to settle this question 
that, on England's proposal, a joint com­ 
mission was organized, representing Eng­ 
land, Russia and Afghanistan, to go over 
the ground and lix upon the boundary 
lines. 
The English and A fghanistan com­ 
missioners have been on the ground lor 
nearly a year, but on one pretext or another 
the Russian comm issioner has kept out of 
the way. 
M eanwhile a Russian geographer 
has been through the country, and now 
m akes a dem and on behalf of Russia which 
would give the latter country a wedge of 
territory between the two principal rivers, 
and com m anding the road from H erat to 
Meshed. 
This claim begs the whole ques­ 
tion at-dispute, since it would give Russia 
a large slice of w hat is in all probability 
A fghanistan territory, and place them in a 
position w hich would be a continual m en­ 
ace of the English possessions in India. 
T he general assertion and belief than the 
position and territory under dispute is “ the 
gate to India," and hence that the Russians 
are seeking to have it ” left a ja r” for their 
convenience to swoop down upon the Brit­ 
ish possessions in India, is more fanciful 
than real. 
There are only three ways into 
H indostán from A fghanistan. These are 
th e K hyber Bass, the Koorum valley, and 
the Bolan Pass. 
All the way from Cabul 
to Peshawar, which is the furthest frontier 
city of India, the road lies through aseries 
of passes of the wildest and ruggedest de­ 
scription imaginable, so that from the Jug- 
duiluck Pass to the m outh of the Khyber 
the road is strewn with colossal bowlders, 
filled with swift-flowing and dangerous 
m ountain streams, hem m ed in between 
gigantic precipices, and infested by the 
most thieving and m urderous tribe of all 
Afghanistan, the Gutizais. The route by 
the Koorum valley is easier, but it con­ 
tains the terrible Shuturgurdun 
(i. c., 
“ Camel's N eck” ) Pass, w hich is 13,000 
feet h ig h ; the long H azardaraklit defile, 
the pass of the Paiwur Kotul, the deep 
and dangerous 
Koorum 
river, 
which 
has to be forded again and again ; the 
tortuous and narrow pass of the Dur- 
waza (or “ g ate” ), and other obstacles 
which w ould compel any arm y to move 
almost at a snail’s pace. 
As for the Bolan 
Pass, its general characteristics are the 
sam e as those of the Khyber—that is to 
say, all the way from K andahar to the 
River Indus, the road is bowlder-strewn, 
narrow, torn with streams, flanked with 
prodigious precipices and generally as hot 
as limbo. 
It is evident that even a sm all 
force could take up a position in any one 
of these passes and effectually bar the pro­ 
gress even of a powerful arm y, m uch in 
the same way as Leonidas and his im m ortal 
300 kept back the Persian hosts in the Pass 
of Thermopyhc. O f course, it is ridiculous 
to assume th at the Russians could take 
India by surprise, because m onths before 
she could reach India’s frontier England 
would learn her movem ents and have tim e 
to m eet them w ith a form idable force. 
W hat the tem porary arrangem ent in the 
nature of settlem ent, which Gladstone an ­ 
nounces has been entered into between 
England and Russia, will am ount to, it is 
difficult now to determ ine, hut the fact 
that the acquisition of territory is always 
in the foreground with both these powers, 
and that their constant explanations and 
assertions on all convenient occasions to 
the contrary are for diplom atic purposes 
rather than to enlighten w ith truth, ren­ 
ders it quite probable that the cessation of 
aggressive m ovem ents will be only for a 
time. 


S a l m o n . - The salm on-packing season 
opens on the 1st day of April, and, under 
the new law passed at the last session of 
the Legislature, continues to A ugust 31st, 
inclusive. 
Heretofore the close season be­ 
gan August 1st, and continued until Sep­ 
tem ber 1st, on tlie Sacram ento river, under 
which rule w hat is known as fail packing 
ha.- been carried on. 
Fall packing has al­ 
ways been disapproved of by standard 
packers, for the reason that the fish taken 
after the close season were soft and poor, 
and the product tended to lower the stand­ 
ard of Sacram ento river fish. 
Fall packing 
will now be done away with. 
W hile it is 
possible th at the fish taken in August may 
not all be as good as those caught earlier in 
the season, there is little danger o f getting 
soft fish, because they are taken as fast as 
they conic from the sea into the stream. 
U nder the new law salm on cannot betaken 
during the fishing season 
between the 
hours of sunrise Saturday and sunset on j 
Sunday, thus affording thirty-six hours for 
the fish to pass up stream each week. 
As 
to preparation on this river, very m uch less 
is being done than in former seasons, and 
it is probable not m uch more than one half 
the canneries on the river will open. The 
cannery of Bradford & Co. and Sacram ento 
River Packing Company, at Collinsville; 
King, Morse A Co., at Black Diamond, and 
George W . H um e’s cannery, at llio Vista, 
certainly will not run. 
It is thought 
H um e’s cannery at Benicia will do very 
little, if anything, this sum m er.

DISCOURAGED. 


A n E jte e n je d C itizen, on A c c o u n t o f P o o r 
H e a lth , C om m its Suicide. 
B enjam in F ranklin H untly. a resident 
of Sacram ento since 1853. and one of the 
best-known mem bers of the typographical 
fraternity on the coast, committed suicide 
last Saturday at his room in the Union 
H otel. For several m onths he had been in 
poor health, and, his condition showing no 
indications of im provem ent, the fact seemed 
to weigh upon his m ind, and lately lie has 
hinted to friends that he was determ ined 
not to die lingeringlv. Saturday evening, 
about 7 o’clock, I’- "S. W atson and J- J- 
Curry called at his room to see him . 
His 
sickness had not confined him 'to Ins bed, 
but from long habit, consequent upon his 
em ploym ent on a m orning newspaper, it 
was customary for him to sit up late at 
night 
and rem ain in bed until late 
next day. 
H e had 
not 
been 
seen 
about 
the 
hotel 
on 
Saturday, 
and 
it 
was 
thought 
that 
perhaps 
he 
was not as well as usual, and had not got 
up. 
W hen his room was entered he was 
found seated in a rocking chair, in front 
of the m irror of a bureau, his head and 
face covered w ith blood, which was flowing 
from a shocking wound in his right tem ­ 
ple, w hile a bull-dog revolver in his hand 
gave evidence that the wound was self­ 
inflicted. H e was still alive, but uncon­ 
scious and m tailing constantly. Doctors 
were sum m oned and everything done for 
him that was practicable, hut there was no 
hope of saving his life. Death ensued 
about 4 o’clock yesterday morning. 
It is 
thought th at the shot was fired about 12:30 
i*. m . Saturday, as it was remembered that 
the sound of a pistol was heard about th at 
tim e. 
It was evident that Mr. H untly. in 
these the closing m om ents of his life, had 
acted with the cool determ ination that al­ 
ways characterized his conduct. Three let­ 
ters, two of which were written on the 19th, 
were placed where they would attract at­ 
tention, and, after he had arranged his 
affairs, he seated him self where he could 
see that his pistol was aim ed at a vital spot, 
and fired. 
One of the letters was w ithout 
date, and was addressed on the envelope, in 
a steady hand, “ To W hom It May Con­ 
cern.” 
It read as follows : 
I have come to the conclusion that a person 
who has no one dependent upon him. and who 
would tie a burden to his friends and relatives 
the balance of his life, should cease to live. 
After coming to the conclusion that 1 shall 
never be able to support myself I have made up 
my mind to quit this world and try another. 
Good-bv. 
B. F. Huntly. 
One of the other letters was directed to 
the Trustees of Industrial Lodge, I. O. O. 
F., of which he was a mem ber, and was 
virtually a will, as it directed the disposal 
of his property and effects, requesting that, 
after paying 
certain 
debts, w hich he 
enumerated, everything be sent to his 
sister, in the lower portion of the S ta te ; 
or, if she was not living, then to a m arried 
sister residing in M ichigan. 
All his finan­ 
cial m atters were spoken of clearly, includ­ 
ing some debts due him . w hich he directed 
to be forgiven if the parties were unable to 
pay without distress. T he other letter was 
directed to M r.Curry, who was an intim ate 
friend : 
I suppose this is the last thing I shall ever 
write. 
I have been lingering along for some 
months and have come to the conclusion I shall 
never be able to do any more work, and think 
it better to stop the wheels than try to keep, 
them moving. * * * I don't wish the Lodge 
or my friends to be obliged to support me for a 
great length of time—perhaps years—when, 
there is no likelihood of my ever being able to/ 
do anything for myself. So good-by. 
Mr. H untly was a native of the State of 
New York, and 56 years of age. 
H e has 
lived in Sacram ento during m ost of ids 
residence on the coast, though for a w hile 
he was a resident of Virginia City. 
H e 
was a man of unswerving principle, posi­ 
tive in Ids opinions, but very modest in 
expressing them . A great reader, possessed 
of an excellent mem ory and the intelli­ 
gence to select the wheat from the chaff in 
w hat he read, he became rem arkably well 
informed upon current events as well as 
m atters of history. H is kindly spirit was 
proverbial, and scores of his fellow-eraits- 
men and others will bear witness to the 
fact that his purse was always open to as­ 
sist a needy friend or to do an act of 
charity. 
D uring his long residence in .Sac­ 
ram ento lie has been principally employed 
upon the Union and the R ecord-!'nion, as 
compositor and at times as assistant fore­ 
man, and was conceded to be a very com ­ 
petent w orkm an. 
H e w asat one tim e con­ 
nected w ith the publication of another 
paper in the city, but it did not prove a suc­ 
cess. 
For some m onths lie has done little 
work, as 
he was suffering from trouble 
with 
Ills stom ach and 
kidneys, and 
hoped that a long rest would he beneficial. 
Evidently he became satisfied that the dis­ 
ease was too firmly seated to he overcome, 
and determ ined to end his pains and an ­ 
noyances at once. H e was not out of funds, 
having several hundred dollars rem aining 
of his earnings, and also the benefits from 
his Lodge, but the letters he left show what 
was passing in his m ind. 
Being a m em ber 
of the Odd Fellows’ Mutual Aid Associa­ 
tion, his sister will he entitled to receive 
$1,000 from that institution. 
Coroner Clark, after inquiring into the 
circumstances of the death and reading the 
letters left, has become convinced that an 
inquest is unnecessary. The day of hold­ 
ing the funeral had not been decided upon 
last evening, as an effort was being made 
•to com m unicate with his sister on the 
subject.

F ire C om m issioners’ R e p o rt. 
The twelfth annual report of the Board 
o f Fire Commissioners of the Sacram ento 
Paid F ire D epartm ent, a neat pam phlet of 
thirty pages, has ju st been issued from the 
printing-house of II. S. Crocker & Co. 
It 
shows th at the D epartm ent cost the city 
last year $26,065 71. Of that am ount $.'!." 
779 41 was for the purchase of horses, repair, 
to engine-houses, etc., not properly charge­ 
able to the running expenses, and which, 
deducted from the total of disbursements, 
leaves $22,280 30 as the actual cost < f 
m aintaining the D epartm ent. In his report 
the Chief Engineer m akes the following 
statem ent:

between 
March 1, 1S.S4, and March 1, 1885, 61, dis­ 
tributed as follows : February, 1; March, 
4; A pril. 3; May, 6 ; June, 3; July, 3;

He classifies them as fol­ 
lows:

Mr. G utenberger’s loss was $15,000. 

T he follow­ 
ing are some of tiie recom m endations of 
the C h ief: 


F IR E MARSHAL a n d i n s p e c t o r o f b u i l d i n g s * 
There are several glaring evils in connec­ 
tion w ith m any city structures w hich in 
m y judgm ent call for prom pt rem edy. The 
placing of heavy or cum bersom e articles on 
wooden awnings, the erection of substantial 
fences, lattice 
work or picket harriers 
thereon,all of which are liable to form seri­ 
ous obstacles to firemen and tiie use of 
ladders, 
should 
be 
totally 
prohibited. 
Wooden awnings which are unsafe and 
insecure should not he perm itted to rem ain. 
All buildings should he subject to the in ­ 
spection of some duly authorized official, 
whose duty should be to see that no undue 
risks of fire are incurred about prem ises; 
that walls, floors, chim neys and stairways 
are sound and secure, and in the case of all 
public buildings to see that suitable, safe 
and sufficient exits are provided to meet 
any emergency. The official should he 
vested with authority to act prom ptly and 
sum m arily when required. 
COMBUSTIBLES IN FIR E LIM ITS. 
I call attention to the fact that large 
quantities of oil are stored inside of the fire 
limits, 
i think that in the interests of 
safety and protection the storage of such 
large quantities of combustible m aterial in 
the business center of the city should not, 
under anv circumstances, be perm itted. In 
case of lire, the presence of so m uch inflam ­ 
mable m atter would render the departm ent 
alm ost powerless to prevent the damage 
and destruction w hich would necessarily 
result. Such a condition of affairs is a con­ 
stant menace to a city, and a fruitful source 
of peril to m any hnm an lives. 
Beyond a 
certain reasonable am ount, storage outside 
of tire lim its should be made compulsory. 
I have reason to suspect that frequently 
large quantities of explosives are stored in 
the Chinese quarter of the city. 
I think 
stringent measures are dem anded in order 
H> control and regulate such glaring and 
dangerous practices, and that action in the 
m atter should be taken w ithout delay. 


ELECTRIC W IRES. 
The fact is more and m ore apparent that 
all electric wires should be laid in under­ 
ground conduits. 
The electric wires in 
this city arc suspended in such a m anner 
as to call forth severe criticism. T h e tele­ 
graph wires are so num erous and occupy 
such positions as to greatly enibarass fire­ 
men in their operations and in the m anip­ 
ulation of ladders. 
The electric light 
wires are suspended too low. and in very 
m any places they are barriers which in 
case of tire would only serve to retard ef­ 
forts of the firemen, and greatly im peril if 
not destroy hum an life. 
Until the wires 
alluded to are laid underground, as they 
should he, the lire alarm wires ought to he 
suspended on higher poles, above telegraph, 
telephone and light wires, so as to prevent 
any interference with the alarm system. 
There are times when the present alarm 
wires are interfered with by other wires in 
such a way us to cause serious trouble and 
confusion. In the case of an electric light 
wire, contact therew ith m ight ruin the 
alarm m echanism 
in 
the 
t'orporation 
House. 
The subject of electric wires is 
one that deserves earnest consideration 
with a view to securing im provem ent over 
’the present m ethod of extension. 
In the 
m eantim e the fire alarm wires should he 
rem oved as speedily as possible from the 
present 
exposure to accidental contact 
which exists and threatens to im pair and 
render useless the departm ent alarm sys­ 
tem.

The law is very 
stringent th a t the money should not be 
list'd for profit by any one, and the Trustees 
should see that no money-lender obtains 
control of it.

This is fur­ 
nished to him oil his urgent request by 
order of Judge Benedict, who is presiding 
in the l \ S. Court, where G rant and W ard’s 
“siient partner” is being tried tor a viola­ 
tion of the banking 
laws. 
Shorthand 
notes of the testim ony are taken to the 
General’s house every evening, and read to 
him . 
It was through Fish's connection 
with the sw indle that G rant was drawn 
into it. 
lie was President of a leading 
hank, w ith finances of reputed solidity, 
and 
possessed of considerable wealth. 
Therefore, when he seem ed to trust young 
W ard im plicitly, G rant blindlv followed 
his exam ple. To this day G rant is riot 
clear in his m ind w hether Fish was W ard's 
confederate or victim , and he is a self­ 
constituted jury, determ ined to convict or 
acquit the prisoner on the evidence. Gen­ 
eral G rant's inability to sleep comes not 
so m uch from the condition of his body 
as from unrest of m ind. H e lias it firmly 
rooted that he is going out in disgrace and 
under a cloud, and all that his triends can 
sav to him in no wise changes this belief. 
He talks very freely with certain of his in ­ 
tim ates on the subject, and he télls them of 
his mortification and 
chagrin that he 
should have been duped by \\ ai d. and that 
so m any persons should have lost money 
by him . 
lie tells his dearest friends that 
the responsibilities of a buttle and of lead­ 
ing the arm ies of the nation gave him no 
such concern as lias this W ard business; 
th a tth e re s t in the W hite House, in the 
critical period when the country was recov­ 
ering from the efteets of the civil war. was 
sweet compared to the rest that has come 
to him in the last nine m onths, 
lie 
had hoped that fortune m ight in some 
m anner sm ile on him , so that he might 
return to those who have lost money thus 
wasted. 
H r would write, he would work, 
lie would do anything to remove this pain 
from his family ; hilt he was attacked by a 
disease that m ust prove fatal, and soon he 
became too weak and too sick to stir out ol 
the house. So lie silently and grim ly, and 
w ithout a word of complaint, keeps to his 
couch and to his easy chair, and thinks. 
H e knows that he m ust die soon, and he 
i< op p ressed with the thought that he is in 
disgrace because of the failure o* the firm 
of G rant A W ard, through the dishonesty 
of one of the partners. 
He does not seem 
to fear death, his friends say, but he does 
desire to m ake good all losses sustained by 
G rant A W ard. 
This thought, and the 
idea that he is in disgrace, is hastening his 
death. 
C a lifo r n ia D e m o c r a t s in W a s h in g to n . 
W ashington, March 22d.—The contest 
m aintained in W ashington for the past two 
weeks by the rival factions of the Demo­ 
cratic party of California is regarded by 
m em bers of the A dm inistration as a dis­ 
grace to its organization on the Pacific coast. 
The President has expressed him self as 
utterly disgusted with the continual con­ 
tention, back-biting and. warfare between 
the opposing caUips, and it looks now as 
’ - th f State would he ignored com- 
for the present. 
If the gentlem en 
lie coast who have opened headquar­ 
ters here, as'though they were attending a 
N ational Convention, would close their re­ 
spective shops and go home, their chances 
for office would unquestionably he greatly 
im proved. The “ regulars” and Field men 
have their respective hotels and headquar­ 
ters, in w hich they pass the greater part 
of the tim e when not 
out 
on 
the 
w ar-path for office. 
If either faction had 
ma<l<- rtiiv miAléViai progress, (he situation 
would not seem so completely ridiculous; 
but thus far neither side has secured a sin­ 
gle point. 
The “ regulars” are in the 
greatest num bers, m ake the most noise, 
and undoubtedly represent the organization 
of the party on the coast, with H enley at 
their bead 
They express the greatest con­ 
fidence iu their ability to capture the offi­ 
ces.

Nevada is the only State thus 
lar that has been given any appointm ents 
to office w ithin Slate lim bs 
AH other 
nom inations, excepting arm y and navy 
prom otions, have been made to fill depart­ 
m ental positions. 
F air is known privately 
to he opposed t ■ Henley's claim to control 
the e.>ust patronage, and he is believed to 
be rather in sym pathy with the Field fic­ 
tion. 
Field him self is evidently taking a 
hand in the coast appointm ents. 
The pi si- 
tioh of Field is defined by one of his friends to 
be as follows : 
die will not take any part 
w hatever in relation to filling the local 
elli-cs. 
feeling 
that 
it 
is 
beneath 
the 
dignity 
of 
his 
official 
position 
to do so. 
He 
will, however, endeavor 
to prevent the apjiointinent

H e holds that

Con tact, in an official capacity, with the 
U nited States Court of California, who has 
assailed his character. 
For this reason he 
is opposed to the ipjioiiitinent of Dennis 
8j>et:icer as United States District Attorney. 
S o la ra s Glascock’s claim for that office is 
concerned, Field, while realizing that G las­ 
cock opposed him politically, holds no pre- 
ju lice against him on that account. 
His 
friends do not say that he will support 
Glascock, hut they do not think he will 
fight him . 
Field is supporting Carr for the 
Collectors'll!p ag linst English, because Parr 
is an old and warm 
personal 
friend. 
There are a few of Field's personal friends 
in California whose applications he will in­ 
dorse, but he does not pretend to say that 
his indorsem ent will secure them placed 
H e is apparently more anxious to punish 
bis enemies than to reward his friends. 
T he " regulars ” ridicule the idea th a t Field 
should attem pt to interfere in the distribu­ 
tion of patronage on the coast, and point to 
the sm all num ber of his foliowers as evi­ 
dence that lie does not in any sense repre­ 
sent the wishes of the Democratic organ­ 
ization, and say they have the best assur 
anees that the President will not be in ­ 
fluenced bv the Field faction. There is 
talk here now of arranging some sort of 
compromise tmtwecn the two factions, on 
the ground that no recognition will be given 
the State unless such an understanding is 
reached.

further details of the burning of the Lang- 
ham H otel last n ig b t; S. W . Sears, of Salt 
Lake City, who, w ith his wife, occupied 
the suite of rooms Nos. 07 and 671 on the 
top floor, thus graphically described tlieir 
narrow escape from 
their ap artm en ts: 
“ W e were in our room,” he said, “ when I 
heard a cry of fire. 
I opened the door 
leading into the hall, but was instantly 
compelled to close it on account of the 
sm oke and flames th at filled the corridor, 
and w hich rushed into the room w ith such 
intensity that I was blinded and nearly 
suffocated. As soon as I could withdraw I 
hastened to the window and threw it up, 
but here, as at the door, the smoke was so 
dense and poured in at the open casement 
in such volumes th at before I could lower 
the sash the room was filled. 
My wife 
threw her arm s about me and sobbed ‘ It 
is certain death.’ So I thought ; but I tried 
to calm her, though 1 felt certain that death 
was but a few m om ents distant. 
But my 
Avife suddenly tore herself trom me, and said 
there was a bottle of chloroform in the 
room, and that we should both take it to 
m ake death more easv. 
i was reasoning 
with her against this when I heard sounds 
at the window, w hich I could not see, and 
in a mom ent more firemen sprang through 
the casement, and taking m y wife in their 
arm s bore her down the ladder in safety. 
I followed, and thank God we are un ­ 
harm ed, unless the terror of the experience 
results seriously to my wife. She is in a 
delicate condition.” 
H e was telling the 
story at the Clifton House, w here he had 
taken apartm ents. “ My wife's and m y 
own wardrobe,” he continued, “ which I 
could not replace for $2,'000, is lost, and I also 
lost $1,200 iu currency. 
W e escaped w ith 
only w hat we had on.” 


FATHER AND DAUGHTER. 
J. W . Nye and his daughter, of San 
Francisco, were assisted from their room on 
the fourth floor to the sidew alk by the fire­ 
men. 
Miss Nye had to be carried bodily 
down the ladder by a couple of fire laddies 
and her father. 
T he father and daughter 
took up their quarters in the Palm er House, 
m inus all their effects. 
Mr. Nye’s first sus­ 
picion of the tire came through sm oke get-' 
ting into his room . 
He rai. to the door, 
leading liis daughter by the hand, thinking 
to escape from the building by the stair­ 
way. The hall was filled w i'h smoke, but 
the flames were leaping up the elevator 
shaft and circling round the stairway. H e 
thought it would be folly to attem pt an es­ 
cape by such 
a route, and he turned 
to the window, w hich he raised. 
He 
stepped on the casem ent w ith Miss Nye, 
and waited patiently for the firemen to get a 
ladder up to the window. 
“ It seemed an 
age before they got that ladder in position,” 
said Miss Nye last night, with a shudder, 
“ and v e tit was only a few m inutes. 
We 
had scarcely put one foot over the window 
casement when our transom was burst by 
the heat and the room was filled with 
siuuko. W e could hear the crac kling of the 
flames in the hallways, and is they ap­ 
proached near the door of our n in n the heat 
became terribly oppressive and alm ost un­ 
bearable. (H i! how I watched the firemen 
as they worked to get the laddeis u p ; how I 
prayed that they would hasten, 
Even as 
the top of the ladder touched tbe building, 
the flames burst through tl e door and 
leaped toward us so fiercely mid rapidly 
th at we thought we would be burned alive. 
W hen the firemen came we descended to 
Hie street. 
It was an aw ful ordial.” 


AN AGED COUPLE SAVED BV HEROISM . 
Mr. and Mrs. E. Hoole, an aged and in­ 
firm couple, who occupied roc ms on the 
fiflVrth floor, were saved by the pluck of 
C. I>. M artindale. T h e latter is employed 
as bookkee|>er by the firm of Hoole A Sny­ 
der, at No. 101 Monroe street, .¿id lie was 
in Mr. Iloole’s room, conferring with him 
about a business m atter, when the fire be­ 
gan to spread through the building. On 
account of tlieir infirm ities neither of the 
couple was able to m ake an «fort to get 
out. 
Mr. M artindale had to grasp them 
and drag them out of the room to the hall, 
and thence toward the elevator. -Mr. Hoole 
kept crying out, “ Let me perisli, and save 
my wife,” and Mr. M artindale Lad to fairly 
carry him to the elevator. 
N jt realizing 
the danger of an attem pt to desc end by this 
means, he kicked open Ihe door and drew 
the elevator ear up to the fourth floor, and 
then lie put Ins charges aboard and started 
to descend. 
Some one at the bottom cried 
out. ‘•For < rod's take go back, or you w ill be 
burned alive.” The next instant the flames 
leaped up, surrounding the descending car, 
and the air became so hot th at had the trio 
been less excited they would have fainted 
away. 
Mr. M artindale reversed the eleva­ 
tor and ascended to th e third floor, and 
again he hail to kick open the door to get 
the old couple out of the burning car. 
H e 
dragged them to the stairs w hich lead to the 
dining room, and thence through the 
r-moke down stairs to the street. 
When 
Mr. Hoole reached the street he fainted 
away, and had to be carried bodily to the 
Mattel son House, where lie and his wife 
were given a suite of rooms. 


LOSS OF LIFE AND PHYSICAL IN JU ttIES. 
Chic mo, March 22d.-—The fire w hich de­ 
stroyed the Langbam Hotel last night 
proved m uch m ore dreadful in loss of life 
and physical injuries entailed than was 
supposed until an early hour this morning, 
ii is now known that at least five persons 
were killed and four injured. Ju st before 
the south wall of the hotel fell upon the 
Faton building, a num ber of persons, be­ 
sides those of the fire insurance patrol, 
were inside the latter building assisting to 
-uve the goods, as no im m ediate danger 
was apprehended. There is no m eans of

just 
how 
m any 
of 
these 
volunteer helpers were in the structure 
at 
tin* 
time, 
hut 
excavations 
have 
proceeded to an extent which justifies the 
hope that ail the dead have been found. 
As far as known, those at work in the 
Faxon huild'ng when it was crushed by the 
falling hotel walls were tin* follow ing:

The Soudanese coolies were m is­ 
taken for enemies, and m any were killed 
by their friends. The B erkshire Regim ent 
and m arines stood firm and cool, and fired 
a volley into the ranks of the enemy. The

also 
opened a hot fire. 
The Indian troops

Eventually unable to stand the m usketry 
rattling, the enemy disappeared as they 
came. General McNeil drew in all his 
forces, and stood to arm s.
